Coal production diminished by 
7% per cent, and wool by 80 per 
cent. If I give these figures, it is 
because they illustrate the reason of 
our indebtedness, Were we ‘not ob- 
liged to buy from outside the raw 
materials which failed us? Were we 
not compelled to construct substitute 
factories of all kinds far removed 
from the front, once the war had set- 
tled down into a conflict of slow attri- 
t‘cn instead of an affair of three 
weeks or three months, as foretold. 
Incidentally, we had no reserve of 


guns or of munitions. What better 
proof could there be of our pacific} 
intentions? Had we only been able 
to continue supplyiog shells for our 
75's. perhaps our, pursuit of the Ger- 
muns after the Marne might have 
Leén much more efficecious. 

NO EXPENSE 

WAS SPARED. 

No expense was spared in order to 
manufacture with a minimum of 
delay all the arms possible. By the 
end of March, 1916, our daily shell 
troduction had grown to 35 times 
what it had been in December, 1914, 
and we were turning out machine 
guns at a rate 98 times quicker. We 
bad a hundred old heavy guns upon 
mobilization; we possessed 2,730 
heavy pieces two yeurs later.

GALS ON WILSON 
US. WAR LEADER 


Clemenceau Visits For- 
mer President at Home 
in Washington and 
Talks Old Times.

Washington, Decem>er 6.—Ameri- 
ca’s war-time presiden: and France's 
war-time premier met here late to- 
day for the first time since the srgn- 
ing of the peace treaty at Versailles 
more than three vears ago. The meet- 
ing was at the S street home of Mr. 
Wilson and laste@d just a little more 
than a quarter of an kour. 


M. Clemenceau described his visit 
as one of the utmost cordiality and 
affection as between old friends, add- 
ing that he and the former president 
had talked a little about old times in 
Paris and also about “the past and 
the present.” 

Mr. Wilson made no reference to 
the purpose of the visit of the former 
premier of France to America or the 
subject. matter of his addresses in this 
country, M. Clemenceau continued, 
but smiled and seemed pleased when 
told that the mention: of his name 
and of the 14 points had elicited more 
applause from the French statesman’s 
audienves than any other One thing. 

Appears Stouter. 

Describing Mr. Wilson as some- 
what Stouter than at the time of hia 
visits to France, M. Clemenceau said 
he appeared as mentally alert as ever 
and that there was no noticeable dif- 
ference in his yoice. Also he declar- 
ed that the former president showed 
a great clearness of view and pre¢i- 
sion of thought. 

The former chief executive - ‘ved 


already has.”

$30,000,000 annual revolving fund, 
to be raised by diverting 10 per cent 
of the customs receipts for the pay- 
ment of a subsidy, shall be. subject 
to direct supervision by congress and 
that the shipping board must obtain 
from congress an annual authoriza- 
tion for the expenditure of any part 
of the fund. In short, the measure 
with the amendment would guaran- 
tee a subsidy for only one _ year, 
whereas administration leaders want- 
ed assurances of a ten-year program. 

In his letter to Senator Junes, 
President Harding said: 

“I am writing to urge with all the 
earnestness at my command that the 
senate committee will eliminate from 
the bill the amendment which makes 
the shipping aid fund subject to an- 
nual appropriatiou by the congress. 

Difference Claimed. 

“I understand that this amendment 
was added without any thought of 
emasculating the bill, mainly to har- 
monize it with an accepted practice 
of congress in making annual appro- 
priations in carrying out government 
commitments relating to improve- 
ments, reclamation and other govern- 
ment projects. It fs a very different 
proposition so far as the shipping 
bill is concerned.

Sending back 
eur wounded to the firing line directly 
they left the ‘ospital, sacrificing, 
without considering a moment, an 
irreplaceable elite of characters and 
brains, leaving the cultivation of the 
soi. to women, old men and children, 
France succeeded in mobilizing 90 per 
cent of her male population between 
the ages of 18 and 50. A prodigious 
effort and one only —— in the 
domain of war material production. 

Meanwhile, on their side our Eng- 
lish comrades were organizing them- 
selves powerfully. The spring of 1917 
was to witness the dawn of freedom. 
Well, I shall omit retrospective eriti- 
cism. Let each one make his own 
examination of conscience. I. only 
mention the offensive of the Chemin 
des Dames to illustrate the terrible 
shock France sustained. Germany 
thought that the moment had come to 
finish us, though circulating treacher- 
ous peace offers the while. Defeatism 
among us worked havoc. But Petain 
restored confidence: to the armies as 
he had restored the situation at Ver- 
dun. The nation dealt with tbe 
pusillanimous and silenced bad citi- 
zens, France breathed and lived 
again. ! 

In 1918 America had entered the 
war. The enemy grasped that the ar- 
rival of your troops would mean the 
knockout blow for him. He would 
have to act beforehand. Hindenburg 
announces to the world that “France 
had dug her own grave” and brings 
back half a million men from the 
east, troops liberated by the Russian 
debacle. He bambards Paris. He del- 
uges the English lines with mustard 
gas. He breaks thrangh.. We hur- 
riedly stem ‘the .flacd. thet .theretene 
to submerge us. None the less we 
are paralyzed by ‘the loss of. vital 
Prailroads. In that terrible danger to 
our ally and ourselves we assemble 
all eur forces under a ‘single com- 
mand. The troops are as always ad- 
mirably heroie and the nation retains 
its calm. The Germans would cross 
the Marne. Large strips of territory 
before Paris and Calais pass into their 
hands. But the hour of victory is 
about to ring for the entente. In 
| two months all the lost ground is re- 
| gained, 
| Such are the trials we have been 
| through. At the armistice France 
: was “all in.” as you say. but she was 
‘alive because she had willed that she 
should survive. 

The war cost our eountry 150 
milliards of fran®s and a further ZOU 
milliards in damage to property and 
individuals. Almost all our foreign 
investments, constituting a goodly 
portion of our national wealth, had 
had to be realized. From being large- 
ly a creditor and lemming nation, we 
became heavily indebted. Above all. 
we lost 1,400,000 of our children and 
800,000 were mutilated and 3,000,000 
wounded. France made all these ter- 
rible sacrifices with one heart because 
she knew that. defeat would imply de 
struction. Germany had proclaimed 
the fact, through its emperor, through 
its chancellors, through the declara- 
tion of its great industrial and agri- 
cultural associations, through its in- 


annex the iron mines of Briey. the 
‘coal of the north and the Pas 
Calais, the coast line from Belgium 
‘down to the mouth of the Somme. 
plus the hinterland, in order to give 
to the ports involved their full import- 
ance economically and strategically; 
finally, Toul, Verdun and Belfort. 
The inhabitants were to be dispos- 
sessed. Nor did it suffice to dismem- 
ber France, to take from her the 
provinces providing a third of her 
wealth; she was to be left without 
resource of any kind. “In the in- 
terests of our own existence we must 
weaken this country politically. It is 
necessary to impose a big war indem- 
nity on France without exhibiting 
any regard for her.” I recall this 
phrase—taken from a secret memo- 
randum forwarded to the German 
chancellor by the League of Indus- 


the middie classed, in order to em 
phasize our own moderation. Not an 
inch of German territory annexed 
not a protesting deputy in our parlia- 
ment, no economic servitude, no war 
indemnity. Nething but reparation. 

A nation like France that has 
proved in a superhuman way her de- 
sire to live has the right to obtain 
from her war allies the co-operation 
necessary for the execution. of the 
peace conditions. It does not suffice 
to sign peace; you must realize it. No 
long as the last shocks of war have 
not trembled away, there is no room 
for an individualism putting into 
question once more all the victories so 
dearly won in common, To realize 
the new order all must co-operate. 
France will not as much as remind 
her allies of the promises made to her, 
and which have never come to any. 
thing. She declares herself proudly 
decided to keep all the engagements 
entered into by her. She asks only 
one thing: that she shall not suc- 
cumb through the passiveness of her 
friends. Reconstruction and security 
ure for France necessities. If France 
is not paid, if the devastated areas 
are nut rebuilt, there is no chance of 
her economic regeneration. If. her 
frontier may be invaded by a neigh- 
bor who dreams only of revenge, there 
18 NO more national life. It would be 
suicide for France to renounce this 
dual policy of reparation and military 
security. The treaty of Versailles 
will only have marked a truce in the 
tragic history of the world, ruined by 
allied discord, by allied negligence and 
indifference, if it smother in the ruin 
France, symbol of justice, of democ- 
racy and of. liberty. 

No imperialism, but no oligarchies. 
Such should be the ofder of the day. 
f it is intended to consolidate the 
Hreace in allied harmony, we must xo 
quickly,

Amicable Settlement Is 
Reached and P. C. Mc- 
Duffie Retires as Presi- 
dent and Director of the 
Corporation. 


An amicable agreement having been 
reached out of court, all litigation in- 
volved in the Tanlac controversy be- 
tween S. A. Lynch and P. M. McDuf- 
fie will be withdrawn, according to 
announcement Wednesday. 

Mr. McDuffie will retire as presi- 
dent and as a director of International 
Proprietaries, Inc., distributors for the 
tonic, and Mr. Lynch will have the 
right to vote the shares of stock in- 
volved in the dispute. 

The new president probably will be 
Mr. Lynch or Y, F. Freeman, his gen- 
eral manager, it was further reported. 

Dissension in the corporation arose 
several months ago after Mr. Lynch 
purchased the controlling interest from 
G. F. Willis and associates. The 
concern was reorganized with the stock 
divided into 200,000 shares, 

Mr. Lynch had 95,000 in his name. 
Mr. McDuffie had 60,000 shares in 
his name. Stock to the amount of 
35,00 Oshares.was issued in the name 
of S. C. Satterthwatte, Jr. 

When election of a treasurer was 
proposed a dispute arose between Mr. 
Lynch and Messrs. McDuffie and Sat- 
terthwaite as to the control of the 
votes represented by the stock stand- 
| ing in Satterthwaite’s name. 

Mr. Lynch contended that one-half 
of Mr. Satterthwaite’s stock, or 17,500 
shares, was in reality his own prop- 
erty, and merely stood in Mr. Satter- 
thwaite’s name Mr. Satterthwaite 
was enjoined in superior court from 
voting the 17,500 shares which Mr. 
Lynch claimed to control. Mr. Lynch 
was also enjoined, but was permitted

SHIP BOARD REPORT 
MUCH WORK IN YEAR 


Tell of Growth of United 
States Shipping on For- 
eign Trade Lines. 


Washington, December 6.—Growth 
.f United States shipping in foreign 
trade, establishment of extensive pas- 
senger services in the North Atian- 
tic, the Pacific and to South America, 
und stabilization of the governments 
shipping venture on a strictly busi- 
ness basis are pointed to us the years 
outstanding achievements in the sixth 
aunual report of the shipping board. 

Reviewing at length the functions 
ot the board since its inception to 
carry forward the nation’s tremen- 
agus efforts to transport food, troops 
and supplies overseas during the war, 
und the various changes in policy 
incident to the armistice, the report 
shows that the existing board’s furc- 
tions relate not only to the physical 
running of ships, but range_over the 
entire field of a nation’s merchant 
murine, Labor, port facilities and 
commerce are discussed in detail. — 

“The board,” the report says, “is 
required not only to aid in the de- 
velopment of ships and shipping com- 
panies but also to assist in planning 
the improvement and development of 
ports and transportation facilities in 
connection with water commerce.” 

Altogether the shipping board has 
had during its career 3,444 ships, to- 
taling about 19,598,000 dead weight 
tons. These were obtained from vari- 
ous sources. Some have been sold, 
and many are now tied up idle. The 
report shows that notwithsanding de- 
pression in shipping, there were atthe 
close of the fiscal year on June 30, 
1922, approximately 50,000 men en- 
geged on vessels of tne American mer- 
chant marine and a larger number of 
longshoremen employed in loading and 
unloading. More than $10,000,000 an- 
nually has been saved in the reduc- 
tion of marine and lengshore wages 
of shipping board vessels alone. Ke- 
ductions were effected after strikes 
and negotiations ranging from 18 to 
<0 per cent, 

Wage Policy. 

The policy of the board regarding 
riaking wage readjustments is de- 
ciared in the report to be based wher- 
ever possible “upon collective bar- 
gaining which has resulted in allay- 
ing as far as possible the discon- 
tent and resentment which usually 
follow wage reductions.” 

During the last fiscal year, the re- 
port says, there were 37,312 arrivals 
and departures of vessels engaged in 
foreign trade sggregating 80,231,000 
long tons of cargo. Of this total 52 
per cent moved in American bottoms. 
In relative efficiency indicated by the 
relation of load to deadweight ton- 
nage the American percentage was 
o7.9 per cent compared with 36.4 per 
cent foreign. While American ships 
used 2,62 deadweight tons to move 
ar ton of cargo, foreign vessels used 


Recounting the difficulties which 
had been encountered in the board's 
effort to dispose of its idle tonnage, 
the report says it found that no one 
was willing to buy in large quanti- 
ties, at anything like a fair - price, 
under present conditions. At the 
close of the fiscal year the effort to 
find buyers was continuing, but the 
toard still had for sale 1, vessels, 
totalling 10,809,172 deadweight tons. 
Ot these, 1,256 were steel cargo ships 
end 225 were wooden cargo _ ships, 
while the remainder were of various 
steel, wooden, composite and concrete 


ty pes. 
Needed Legislation. 

“The immediate povapert is not fa- 
vorable to the early disposal of the 
fleet,” the report declares. ‘First 
and foremost comes the necessity for 
iegislatiom. Even with this legisla- 
t.on the transfer of the fleet to pri- 
vate hands,-if it is tc be accomplish- 
ed as part.of the building up of the 
American merchant marine, must be 
a slow process. . 

“Perhaps one of the most favorable 
factors that will help in the gradual 
working out of the problem is the fact 
that a large percentage of the world’s 
tonnage is now over 15 years of age 
end is approaching that period when 
the cost of fnaintaining the highest 
classification becomes so serious a 
factor in operation as to influence

HAYNES SAYS GRISIS 
IN DRY FIGHT NEAR 


Commissioner Discloses En- 
forcement Situation Before 
House Subcommittee. 


Washington, December 6.—The 
crisis in the federal prohibition en- 
forcement fight has been reached, in 
the opinion of Commissioner Haynes, 
it was disclosed today in reports of 
recent hearings before a house appro- 
priations sub-committee. 

In asking $9,000,000 for the next 
fiscal year for his department, Mr. 
Haynes told the committee that if 
2 similar amount was allowed for 


for five or six years, a reduction then 
ought to be possible, but that the 
critical period for enforcement was 
now at hand. 

Mr. Haynes said there were 3,800 
men employed in the work of prohi- 
bition enforcement. Because the 
appropriation asked for’ next year 
represents a reduction of $250,000 
from this year’s outlay, he said, there 
would be a slight reduction in his 
forces, but he hoped to rearrange the 
organization 89 as not to lessen their 
efficiency. 

Tightening Up. 

The prohibition commissioner told 
the committee that he was “grati- 
fied” with the present functioning 
of his enforcement machinery, and 
that the department was securing 
“fine co-operation” from states and 
counties, Courts were becoming 
“more sympathetic,” he asserted, and 
jail sentences and fines were becom- 
ing heavier. 

_“There is a general disposition to 
tighten up,” he added. 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1922, the prohibition commissioner 
said there were 20,483 convictions 
in federal courts for violations of 
the prohibition law. Acquittals num- 
bered 4,625, cases dropped 3,217, and 
civil cases disposed of 544. At the 
end of the year, he said, 15.910 cases 
were pending in federal courts, 
bringing the total of cases handled 
to 44,779. These figures, he said, 
did not include cases in state @ourts. 
Pines in federal courts which were 
deposited in the treasury, he placed 
at $2,791,000. 

To “Buy. Evidence.” 

Mr. Haynes asked for $150,000 for 
“buying evidence,” and told the com- 
mittee $139,000 had been spent in 
that way during the last year. 

The prohibition commissioner un- 
derwent a long examination at the 
hands of Kepresentative Gallivan, 
democrat, Massachusetts, who in- 
quired particularly about the method 
of handling the department’s public- 
ity. Mr. Gallivan referred, among 
other things, to. what he -termed the 
“wildly extravagant” . statements 
said emanated from the bureau, one 
of which he said credited Mr. Haynes 
with having asserted that 20,000.- 
000 Americans had “gone on the water 
wagon since the enactment of the 
Volstead act.” Mr. Haynes denied 
knowledge of the statement. 

Mr. Haynes told the committee 
there had been a “splendid reaction” 
by the public towards his depart- 
ment’s work and immediately clashed 
with Mr. Gallivan over the results 
of the elections of November 7, the 
Massachusetts representative citing 
the voting down in his state of an 
enforcement measure, and the com- 
missioner asserting that prohibition 


had won where “conditions were nor-« 


mal.” 
Narcotic Arrests. 

In reply to Mr. Gallivan, Mr. 
Haynes admitted increased arrests 
under the narcotic law during the 
last fiscal year, but attributed it to 
the “increased efficiency of the nar- 
cotie division.”

Georgia Farmers Have Pass- 
ed Crisis, Wilson Cabi- 
net Officer Declares. 


The future of the southern farmer 
depends on the recovery of Europe, 
David Franklin Houston, member of 
President Woodrow Wilson’s cabinet, 
declared Wednesday during his visit 
to Atlanta. 

The former cabinet officer is tour- 
ing the south with W. S. Gifford, 
vice president of the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, a pa- 
rent company of the Bell Telephone 
Securities company. Mr. Houston is 
president of the latter. The two ex- 
ecutives are making the trip for the 
purpose of observing economic conai- 
tions. 

Mr. Houston said he believed the 
Georgia farmer had passed through a 
most trying period and was well on 
the road toward vastly improved con- 
ditions, He said he was impressed 
with the progress the south had made 
generally in agricultural and indus- 
trial development. 

“Diversification is becoming che 
greatest boon to the farmer of the 
south,” Mr. Houston said, “and if 
the cotton grower will strive diligently 
to clean the soil on his farm, prepare 
the proper sort of seegd bed, and 
plant early that the crop may mature 
before the boll weevil developes, there 
will be marked increase in the pros- 
perity of the country. The improved 
cotton crops will reflect on other

Among the outstanding steps in ex- 
pansion of the work of Southern Bap- 
tists in Europe has been the recent 
establishment of a theological semira- 
ry in the heart of Rome. In another 
part of Rome is being built an vor- 
phanage and a publishing house. The 
membership of the Baptist churches 
in Spain have increased three-fold 
in the past three years. There are 
2,000,000 Baptists in Russia. As an 
evidence of the interest which von 
verts to the Christian faith show it 
is reported that the Baptists in Ar- 
gentina last year gave an average of 
$23.80 per person to religious work.

Carver's Discoveries. 

Professor Carver’s many important 
discoveries of new uses for the pen- 
nut, 160 in all. have won for him 
the title of “The Goober, Wizard.” 
There were samples of milk, butter- 
milk, cream, sherbert, coffee substi- 
tute, worcester sauce, vinegar, fruit 
beverages, salads. pickel, 
mock oysters, soap stock, 
powder, lard compouna, salad oils, 
ink, dyes, dandruff cure. complexion 
eream and what not—all produced 
from the lowly peanut. 

No less amazing was the exhibit 
of sweet potato products, including 
flour. topioea, confections. veast, 
starch, coffee substitute, molasses, 
paints, pie filler—even after-dinner 
mints and lemon drops—just a few 
of the 118 such products which he 
has developed. Well along in the ex- 
perimental stage, he said, is the pro- 
duction of sweet potato rubber, which 
may yet rvield startling results of the 
greatest economic value. 


Colored Clays. 


Then there were the clays, yield- 


ing colors innumeable and of rare 
heauty, many of them suitable also 
for' the manufacture of porcelains. 
Professor Carver says that Georgia is 
peculiarly rich in this resource, which 
yet is almost wholly undeveloped. 

All these discoveries which can he 
utilized, Professor Carver has glad- 
ly released. His mofive. he anys, is 
primarily that of public service by 
helping to increase the nation’s food 
eupply and wealth. He proposer to 
keep’ tittle only ty those mannfac- 
turihe processes which require patent- 
ing for the publics protection. So 
far he has made no effort to commer- 
cialize his discoveries.

Telephone reports to the chamber 
of commerce keep the leaders of the 
movement informed as to the effective- 
ness of the campaign. One warehouse 
man reported that a half barrel of 
dead rates had been found in his es- 
tublishment—and these apparently 
killed by only one package of poison. 
A business man called up to say he 
found 11 deeeased carriers of bubonic 
plague when he opened up Wednes- 
day morning. 

With these specifie instances of re- 
sults being secured, and judging from 
the number of packages of poison al- 
ready distributed from the various 
fire stations, it was thought that the 
100,000 estimate of the number killed 
WAS conservative, |

$100 and the wholesale grocers, ware- 
house men, railroad and express-com- 
vanies and others contributed the re- 
mainder of the fund which is being 
used in the campaign.

Ashburn, Ga., December 6.—(Spe- 
cial:)—The monster 10,000 egg hatch- 
ery was started here yesterday with 
enough eggs to more than fill the sec- 
tion which is to be put into the in- 
cubator each Week. 

The incubator, which is to be run 
on the co-operative basis, will make 
Turner county one of the greatest 
chicken counties in the state if the 
present plans are consummated.

“This provision of the act is 
widely abused,” he adds. 

Aside from his recommendations for 
iax revision, Mr. Mellon deals in his 
report with conditions generally over 
the country and with the operations 
of the various divisions of the treas- 
ury. He sounds an optimistic note 
us to the business outlook and re- 
ports substantial progress both in the 
reduction of the public debt and in 
ecopomy in public expenditures. 

The past 12 months he says, have 
Leen marked by further liquidation 
and recovery from depression and, 
more recently, by a substantial revival 
ot business. Prices of commodities 
have risen materially, the volume of 
business has been mounting to higher 
levels and labor throughout the coun- 
try is again fully cmployed. 

“The year is closing with bountiful 


being 


in agriculture has 
been relieved. Banking conditions 
generally are sound, money rates are 
reasonable, and there is sufficient 
credit available to meet all legiti- 
mate demands. 

Reduction in Debt. 

“Tn the treasury the year has seen 
u reduction in the gross debt amount- 
ing to about $1,000 000,000, a bal- 
uneed budget for the fiscal year 1922 
showing a surplus of over $500,0U0,- 
WOU above expenditures, and substan- 
tral progress in the refunding of the 
sLort-dated debt, which hus now been 
reduced to manageable proportions. 
These developments are all helpful, 
and afford the basis for a_ revival 
of business and industry on sound 
lines,” 

Into this situation, however, Mr. 
Mellon injects a note of warning. He 
says the restriction of immigration 
and the general resumption of indus- 
trial activity have resulted in a scar- 
city of labor embarrassing to some 
laes of busthess. He adds that the 
railroads are suffering from under- 


maintenance and inadequate equip- 
ment, and are finding it difficult to 
move commodities to meet the de- 
mands of business. A8s a consequence 
farm products are selling too low at 
‘the farm and too high at the distrib- 
uting eenters, 

The secretary also declares that the 
increase of $1,000,000,000 in the gold 
holdings in this country since 1919- 
7920 has a tendency to expand credit 
and create an unnatural ease of mon- 
ey for purposes of expansion and cred- 
i‘. Then, too, he calls attention that 
the uncertain state in Europe has im- 
raired the corrective forees which 
used to operate in normal times and 
has so reduced the buying power of 
foreign countries as tu destroy or en- 
Ganger the foreign markets for many 
American products. 

“Enough forces are operating,” he 
continues, “to make us cautious in 
estimating the prospects for the fu- 
ture and take care lest we build on 
c false basis. Business in this coun- 
try can not progress indefinitely with- 
cut its foreign markets, and undue 


expansion now, with rising costs and - 


artificial values, would inevitably sow 
the seeds of reaction and make more 
diffienlt the re-estaolishment of nor- 
mal relationships abroad.
